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DECLARATION  : 

I.  That  it  is  neither  right  nor  politic  for  the  State  to  afford 
legal  protection  and  sanction  to  any  traffic  or  system  that  tends 
to  increase  crime,  to  waste  the  national  resources,  to  corrupt  the 
social  habits,  and  to  destroy  the  health  and  lives  of  the  people. 

That  the  history  and  results  of  all  past  legislation  in 
regard  o  the  Liquor  Traffic  abundantly  prove  that  it  is  impossible 
satisfactorily  to  limit  or  regulate  a  system  so  essentially  mis- 
chievous in  its  tendencies. 

III.  That,  rising  above  sectarian  and  party  considerations,  all 
good  citizens  should  combine  to  procure  an  enactment  prohibiting 
tlje  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  beverages,  as  affording 
the  most  efficient  aid  in  removing  the  appalling  evil  of  intem- 
perance. 
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THE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1909-1910 


To  the  President 

and  the  General  Committee  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting,  held  on  March  12,  1909,  many- 
changes  have  taken  place  and  much  progress  has  been  made  in 
connection  with  our  work.  Perhaps  never  was  the  temperance 
sentiment  so  strong  in  our  city  nor  the  outlook  so  encouraging 
everywhere  as  it  is  today 

Among  the  changes  that  time  has  wrought  I  must  first  mention 
the  removal  from  our  ranks  by  death  of  our  beloved  brother  and 
secretary  for  several  years,  the  late  Rev.  Geo.  G.  Huxtable,.  who  was 
called  to  his  reward  on  June  14  last.  This  meeting  will  be  called 
upon  to  pass  a  resolution  in  respect  1o  the  taking  away  of  our 
brother,  as  the  Executive  has  already  done. 

Your  Legislation  Committee  went  to  Quebec  and  laid  before  the 
Legislature  The  proposed  amendments  to  the  License  Law  approved 
by  you  at  our  last  annual  gathering,  but  wre  regret  to  have  to  report 
that  the  results  of  their  efforts  were  of  little  avail.  Some  of  the 
same  resolutions,  with  additional  clauses,  will  be  submitted  for 
your  consideration  today.  We  hope  better  success  will  attend  your 
efforts  this  year. 

During  a  part  of  the  year  the  Alliance  was  ably  served  by  Mr: 
John  H.  Roberts,  the  temperance  lecturer,  now  well  and  favorably 
known  throughout  this  Province.  Perhaps  his  efforts  were  most 
successful  and  most  highly  appreciated  in  Montreal,  where  large 
numbers  availed  themselves  of  the  opportuntiy  of  hearing  him,  and 
at  the  Knowlton  Conference,  where  his  addresses  proved  a  source  of 
inspiration  and  encouragement  to  those  who  were  privileged  to 
attend  the  meetings.  The  Alliance  is  invited  to  arrange  for  a 
similar  convention  again  this  year  at  the  Knowlton  Conference. 

In  May  the  Rev.  Mr.  Huxtable  visited  Cote  St  Paul  and  organ- 
ized a  branch  of  the  Alliance  with  (21  members.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  holding  a  general  temperance  picnic  in  June  on 
the  mountain  side  at  the  Pines  ,  but  owing  to  Mr.  Huxtable's  death 
the  event  was  cancelled. 

R.  C.  Werry  was  asked  to  act  as  secretary  during  Mr.  Huxtable's 
illness  and  after  his  death  was  requested  to  retain  the  office,  pro 
tern,  which  he  did  until  November,  when  the  appointment  as  secre- 
tary was  made  definite  until  the  present  annual  meeting. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year  was  an  open  air 
demonstration  and  a  procession  from  the  Champ  de  Mars  to  St. 
James  Cathedral  under  the  auspices  of  the  Catholic  Total  Absti- 
nence Union,  in  which  the  Alliance,  having,  accepted  an  invitation 
to  take  part,,  was  given  the  position  of  honor.  The  event  took  place 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  Oct.  17. 
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The  proposal  to  establish  a  memorial  or  a  fund  in  recognition 
of  the  labors  of  our  late  secretary  has  been  discussed  by  your 
executive,  but  it  was  deemed  advisable  that  this  matter  be  left  over 
for  this  general  meeting  to  deal  with. 

Strong  opposition  was  made  in  the  fall,  when  the  Commis- 
sioners were  considering  the  applications  for  liquor  licenses, 
against  the  granting  of  certificates  to  the  St  Eegis,  Kastel's.  and 
other  restaurants  that  were  either  seeking  new  licenses,  or  re- 
newals. It  is  greatly  regretted  that  in  spite  of  the  most  forceful 
proof  that  licenses  were  not  wanted  in  certain  localities  on  St. 
Catherine  street  west,  where  the  leading  business  men  earnestly 
petitioned  against  them,  the  granting  of  such  licenses  was  approved 
by  two  and  in  some  cases  by  all  of  the  Commissioners.  The  efforts  of 
our  solicitor,  Mr.  William  Patterson,  of  Patterson  &  Astle,  in  this 
connection  were  most  energetic,  and  it  was  not  through  lack  of 
work  on  his  part  that  success  did  not  crown  our  labors.  In  some 
respects  the  law  Avas  against  our  winning  and  should  be  amended, 
possibly  by  the  adoption  of  some  of  the  resolutions  to  be  submitted 
to  this  meeting.  The  harmony  that  has  prevailed  among  the  tem- 
perance organizations  interested  in  license  reduction  and  the  assist- 
ance they  have  given  one  another  has  been  verjr  gratifying  to  note 
during  the  past  year,  and  still  better  work  is  in  prospect  on  this 
account  during  the  next  year. 

The  attention  of  the  Federal  Government  was  called  to  the 
fact  that  Canada  was  not  represented  at  the  Twelfth  International 
Congress  on  Alcoholism  held  in  London  last  summer.,  The  reasons 
for  this  were  asked  for  and  given,  but  the  answer  was  not  con- 
sidered very  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  very  little  demand  for  temperance  literature 
during  the  year  and  the  supply  has  been  low.  but  a  Literature  Com- 
mittee was  formed  in  November  last  for  the  purpose  of  reor- 
ganizing the  department  and  replenishing  the  stock.  Pamphlets  are 
being  prepared  and  any  leaflets  or  information  desired  will  be  got 
out  on  short  notice  as  ordered.  Some  difference  of  opinion  has 
been  expressed  as  to  whether  this  literature  should  be  supplied  free 
and  ad  libitum  or  whether  it  ought  to  be  paid  for  at  the  bare  cost. 

The  introduction  into  the  City  Council  by  Aid.  Carter,  our 
president,  of  a  bylaw  for  the  early  closing  of  bars  and  the  fight 
that  was  put  up  in  its  behalf  by  the  majority  of  the  old  Council  was 
watched  with  the  greatest  interest,  and,  although  the  measure  was 
defsated  on  technicalities,  the  agitation  has  not  been  without  its 
benefits.  Our  leader  has  been  re-elected  to  the  City  Council  and  has 
again  introduced  his  bylaw,  which  twenty-one  out  of  the  twenty- 
three  Coucillors  are  pledged  to  support.  We  would  congratulate  our 
president  on  the  success  he  has  achieved  and  wish  him  complete 
success  in  his  fight  for  a  better  civic  administration  and  more 
wholesome  moral  and  social  conditions.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT,  1910-1911 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of 
the  Alliance;  eventful  because  experimental.  The  shadow  of  our 
late  secretary's  death  still  rested  upon  the  Alliance  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  his  mantle  had  fallen  upon  untried  shoulders.  Our 
movement  had  reached  0  position  where  not  to  advance  meant 
retrogression  and  the  logic  of  events  would  irresistibl}'  carry  it  on, 
conquering  and  to  conquer,  if  we  were  but  courageous  and  bold  and 
would  keep  abreast  with  truth.  It  is  not  possible  to  tabulate  the 
multifarious  items  that  have  constituted  the  work  of  the  Alliance  in 
the  }  ear  under  review.  Our  best  work  is  often  unseen.  The  in- 
fluence we  have  wielded  cannot  be  expressed  in  terms  of  currency. 
The  good  we  have  accomplished  is  not  to  be  measured  or  weighed. 
It  has  been  a  year  of  strenuous  activity,  of  undaunted,  holy  pur- 
pose, and  undeniable  achievement.  Out  of  seeming-  failure  has  come 
success,  often  defeat  has  been  but  the  prelude  to  victory,  and  our 
very  difficulties  have  been  but  things  to  overcome.  The  year's  end 
finds  us  a  year's  march  nearer  to  victory  and  ready  to  enter  upon 
[1  no  1  her  year  s  work  with  unquenchable  determination  to  destroy  the 
traffic  which  this  Alliance  exists  to  totally  suppress. 

EARLY  CLOSING  LAW. 

The  joint  deputation  of  the  Alliance  and  the  Anti-Alcoholic 
League  to  the  Provincial  Government  is  now  a  matter  of  history;  in 
very  truth  it  made  history.  Two  hundred  earnest  temperance  re- 
formers, Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant,  journeyed  to  Quebec  and 
presented  their  demands.  Many  things  were  asked  for;  few  of  them 
were  granted,  the  fact  of  the  Session  being  so  far  advanced  con- 
stituting a  reasonable  excuse,  perhaps,  for  not  doing  more.  But 
one  great  advance  was  certainly  registered  in  the  subsequent  Early 
Closing  legislation  effected  by  the  Provincial  Government  by  which 
aill  bars  in  the  country  districts  will  close  at  10  o'clock  and  in 
the  cities  at  11  on  the  first  five  week-nights,  and  all  bars  at  7 
p.m.  on  Saturdays,  while  no  bar  will  be  permitted  to  open  until  7 
o'clock  any  morning-.  Thus  we  have  secured  \22  hours  of  prohibition 
in  the  City,  and  27  more  in  the  country  districts.  For  this  advance 
we  are  duly  grateful,  but  though  gratified  we  are  not  satisfied,  and 
must  reiterate  our  reasonable  and  righteous  demands  on  the  Govern- 
ment until  they  are  conceded.  Perhaps  the  most  significant  feature 
in  connection  with  this  legislative  advance  was  the  Premier's  de- 
claration to  a  deputation  of  liquor  dealers  which  waited  on  the 
Government  subsequent  to  the  Temperance  deputation: — "This 
Government  is  a  partisan  of  the  cause  of  Temperance,"  said  Sir 
Lomer  Gouin,  a  declaration  which  gave  great  pleasure  to  temper- 
ance reformers,  and,  doubtless,  great  chagrin  to  the  liquor  forces. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  our  President's  Early  Closing 
by-law  did  not  become  operative,  being  negatived,  or  shall  we  say. 
shelved  by  a  Council,  a  large  majority  of  which  were  pledged  to 
support  it.  For  Alderman  Carter,  our  president,  there  can  be 
nothing  but  unstinted  admiration  for  his  unquenchable  courage,  his 
unflinching  determination,  and  the  dogged  perseverance  which  he 
has  exhibited  throughout  the  long-sustained  fight.  He  comes  out 
of  the  conflict  with  enhanced  reputation,  the  increased  confidence 
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and  esteem  of  the  city's  best  people,  and  a  nation-wide  position  as 
one  of  Canada's  most  valiant  social  reformers.  For  the  Aldermen 
who  stood  by  Alderman  Carter  to  the  end  we  have  heart-felt  praise, 
and  we  thank  them  most  sincerely.  To  those  who  betrayed  their 
trust  and  falsified  their  pledges  we  have  only  to  say:  "Gentlemen, 
a  day  of  judgment  is  coming,  when  we  shall  deal  with  you."' 

THE  LICENSE  COMMISSIONERS. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Provincial  Government  in 
regard  to  tne  action  of  the  License  Commissioners  in  granting 
nearly  300  licenses  for  the  present  licensed  year  to  places  not 
properly  equipped,  as  by  law  required,  the  Premier  promising  that 
an  enquiry  would  be  instituted.  The  License  Commissioners,  at 
one  of  their  public  sittings,  held  soon  afterwards,  took  occasion  to 
criticize  our  action  in  this  matter,  upon  which  the  Secretary  of  the 
Alliance  made  a  spirited  rejoinder  in  the  press.  This  led  to  a  some- 
what prolonged,  and  at  times,  heated  controversy,  in  which  His 
Honor,  Mr.  Justice  Lafontaine,  joined,  endorsing  our  secretary's  at- 
tack on  the  Commissioners.  Finally,  the  License  Commissioners 
(except  Mr.  Recorder  Weir,  who  was  not  concerned  in  the  matter), 
in  a  long  document,  appealed  to  the  Attorney-General  to  vindicate 
them,  and  our  secretary,  replying  to  this,  appealed  to  Sir  Lomer 
Gouin  to  Aindicate  the  law.  The  result  of  this  appeal  to  Caesar 
was  that  the  Provincial  Treasurer  issued  a  memorandum  to  the 
License  Commissioners,  instructing  them  to  grant  no  licenses  to 
places  not  properly  equipped,  but  to  enforce  the  law  as  written, 
thus  vindicating  the  law  as  requested  and  tacitly  administrating  an 
admonition  to  the  Commissioners  concerned.  The  results  of  this 
controversy  and  its  sequel  have  been  far-reaching.  The  Board  of 
License  Commissioners  has  since  insisted  upon  premises  for  which 
licenses  were  sought  being  properly  qualified,  and  now,  for  the  first 
time  in  many  years,  if  not  in  all  their  history,  the  restaurants  of 
the  City  of  Montreal  are  places  in  which  meals,  as  well  as  drinks, 
can  be  obtained. 

WORK  OF  THE  ALLIANCE 

The  License  Commissioners,  prior  to  the  opening  of  their  ses- 
sions for  the  hearing  of  applications  for  licenses,  wrote  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Alliance  inviting  him  to  assist  them  with  inform- 
ation regarding  the  conduct  of  licensed  places,  thus  exhibiting  a 
splendid  spirit  after  the  somewhat  acrimonious  controversj'  pre- 
viously referred  to.  That  invitation  was  cordially  accepted,  and, 
acting  upon  instructions  from  the  sub-executive  committee,  the 
secretary  co-operated  in  every  way  possible  with  the  Board,  sup- 
plying the  Commissioners  with  evidence  as  to  equipment,  or  the 
lack  of  it,  misconduct,  malpractices,  etc.,  and  entering  many  formal 
objections  to  the  renewal  of  licenses.  He  also  protested,  though 
fruitlessly,  against  the  svstem  of  'free  lunches'  as  an  inducement  to 
drink ;  against  the  employment  of  girls  as  waitresses  in  certain 
riverfront  saloons;  this  successfully,  and  against  the  existence  of 
communicating  doors  between  licensed  premises  and  other  places 
of  business,  this  with  only  partial  success.  The  Commissioners  have 
displayed  great  activity  and  enthusiasm  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  and.  although  they  have  granted  some  licenses  that  should 
not  have  been  granted,  notably  some  of  those  in  Chaboillez  Square, 
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they  have  done  magnificently  in  refusing  to  renew  licenses  of  cer- 
tain notorious  hotels  and  restaurants,  and,  in  their  judicial  capacity, 
cancelling  licenses  whose  holders  had  been  convicted  of  violations 
of  the  License  Law.  In  all  some  twenty  licenses  have  been  refused, 
and  the  License  Commissioners  may  congratulate  themselves  upon 
good  work  done  for  morality  and  the  lessening  of  temptation.  But 
that  much  remains  to  be  done  by  the  Commissioners  by  way  of 
reducing*  licenses  in  the  city  of  Montreal  will  be  seen  from  a 
perusal  of  the  following  list,  which  is  authoritative: —

Add  to  these  the  following  licenses  which  now  exist  in  Hoche- 
laga  count}',  and  we  have  a  grand  total  of  1.290  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  liquor  issued  in  Montreal  and  the  county  of  Hochelaga. 

St.  Paul— Two  retail  shops,  four  hotels. 

Notre  Dame  de  Grace — Six  hotels,  two  retail  shops. 

Maisonneuve — Twenty  hotels.  21  retail  shops. 

Emard — Five  hotels,  three  retail  shops. 

Longue  Pointe — Five  hotels. 

Ahuntsic — One  hotel. 

Pointe  aux  Trembles — Three  hotels,  one  retail  shop. 
Sault  an  Recollet— Two  hotels,  two  retail  shops. 
Tetreaultville — One  retail  shop. 

Montreal  is  the  thirstiest  city  in  Canada,  for  the  supply  of 
alcohol  creates  a  thirst  for  alcohol,  and  alcohol  creates  a  thirst  for 
itself.  We  are  over-supplied.  We  are  enormously  over-licensed.  WTe 
have  more  licenses  for  the  sale  of  drink  than  any  other  ten  cities 
of  Canada  put  together.  In  the  name  of  tempted  and  suffering 
humanity  we  call  upon  the  License  Commissioners,  who  arc  guar- 
dians of  the  public  interests,  to  stop  this  bloodshed  and  bring  the 
number  of  licenses  down  speedily  to  more  reasonable  numbers. 

In  this  connection  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  refer  to  the 
services  of  the  attorney  of  the  Alliance,  Mr.  William  Patterson,  who 
has  served  its  cause  with  the  same  zeal,  acumen  and  perspicacity 
that  has  ever  characterized  him,  and  who  has  brought  to  his  task 
not  only  a  profound  knowledge  of  license  law,  but  a  measure  of 
earnest  purpose  uninspired  by  monetary  considerations. 

SUNDAY  DRINKING 
One  of  the  most  important  parts  of  our  work  is  that  of  law 
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enforcement,  a  work  at  once  most  necessary,  yet  most  disappointing 
and  discouraging  at  times.  It  is  a  work  we  cannot  ignore.  The 
public  looks  to  us  to  do  it ;  the  enemy  fear  our  activities  in  this 
direction.  Coupled  with  the  question  in  this  city  is  that  of  police 
administration.  Your  sub-executive  decided  to  support  the  presi- 
dent's campaign  for  the  purification  of  the  police  administration 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  Alliance's  power,  and  with  this  in  view  an 
effort  to  secure  the  conviction  of  many  Montreal  license  holders, 
who,  it  was  notorious,  were  systematically  violating  the  Sunday 
law,  was  initiated.  The  Thiel  Detective  Service  was  employed  to 
obtain  evidence  on  one  Sunday,  and  reported  that  its  operatives 
had  failed  to  discover  any  infractions  of  the  law  in  the  many  hotels 
they  had  visited.  Such  a  happy  state  of  things  seemed  incredible, 
especially  to  those  acquainted  with  conditions.  It  was  felt  that 
some  further  action  must  be  taken.  Just  at  this  time,  Mr.  F.  D. 
Sutherland,  city  editor  of  the  Montreal  'Star,'  voluntarily  recom- 
mended a  man  to  the  secretary  for  private  detective  work,  stating 
that  the  man  was  thoroughly  reliable,  that  he  had  emplojTed  him 
and  had  tested  him  in  every  way  and  found  him  able  and  trust- 
worthy. Nothing  was  said  about  the  man's  past  career.,  and  the 
man  was  employed.  Ten  or  twelve  days  later  our  secretary  learned 
of  the  man  having  been  in  prison,  though  he  aid  not  gather  the 
full  particulars  of  the  man's  career.  He  immediately  went  to 
Mr.  Sutherland,  who  admitted  the  fact,  but  said  he  was  confident 
of  the  mams  genuineness,  and  that  he  had  tested  him  and  proved 
him  honest.  He  pleaded  with  the  secretary  to  give  Woods  a  chance, 
and  offered  to  send  two  of  his  own  staff  with  Woods  to  secure  the 
evidence  of  law  violation.  The  secretary  accepted  the  offer,  deter- 
mines to  keep  Woods  out  of  the  witness  box;,  using  Sutherland's 
men  for  this  purpose.  Mr.  Sutherland's  men  failed  to  appear  as 
arranged.  The  following  Sunday,  the  secretary  being  away  from 
the  city  all  this  time,  Woods  claimed  to  have  secured  two  good 
assistants,  and  obtained  much  evidence.  On  the  strength  of  their 
reported  work,  covering  three  Sundays,  108  complaints  were  laid. 
That  all  these  complaints  were  fictitious  has  not  yet  been  proved ; 
that  they  might  all  easily  have  been  genuinely  made  there  is  little 
room  to  doubt.  The  tactics  of  the  liquor  trade  in  trapping  Woods 
and  in  having  him  arrested  for  conspiracy  need  no  other  comment 
than  this,  that  whatever  the  motives  of  the  liquor  dealers,  the  one 
certain  fact  that  tells  to  their  advantage  is  the  dismissal  of  108 
complaints,  which  might  have  involved  10  000  dollars  in  fines  and 
resulted  in  cutting  off  many  licenses. 

BAIDS  ON  CLUBS. 

The  secretary,  in  September  last,  made  raids  upon  two  un- 
licensed clubs  at  St.  Lambert  seizing  S>57  bottles  of  liquor  in  all, 
and,  after  much  delay,  through  the  inaction  of  the  revenue  depart- 
ment, secured  a  conviction  against  one  club,  the  Eanelagh  Country 
Club,  failing  to  have  a  conviction  registered  against  the  other 
offender,  the  manager  of  the  Chateau  Beauclaire.  because  of  in- 
valid service  of  the  summons.  On  Feb.  11th  another  raid  was  made, 
this  time  in  the  National  Hall.  St.  Catherine  street  east,  where  the 
now  notorious  'Merry  Widow  Ball'  was  in  progress.  The  secretary 
and  his  officers  were  attacked  and  beaten  while  in  the  execution 
of  their  duty,  and  subsequently  six  men  were  arrested  for  this 
assault.    As  this  case  is  still  before  the  courts  no  comment  may  be 
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made  here,  be\ond  referring-  to  the  fact  that  the  detectives  em- 
ployed by  the  Alliance  in  this  matter  testified  to  the  fact  of  two 
city  policemen  having*  been  drinking-  at  the  open  unlicensed  bar 
which  was  operated  on  the  occasion  in  question.  At  the  enquiry 
held  by  the  chief  of  police  subsequently  these  two  officers  admitted 
they  were  in  the  hall,  having  been  called  in  by  the  proprietors  to 
qued  a  disturbance,  but  denied  having  had  any  drink.  If  this  view 
is  accepted  by  Chief  Campeau  it  involves  him  in  the  acceptance  of 
the  position,  viz.,  that  the  police  under  his  control  are  so  greatly 
feared  by  the  law-breakers  of  this  citjr  that  proprietors  of  places 
where  the  law  is  being  violated  call  in  the  police  to  maintain  order 
while  the  law  is  being  broken.  The  next  step  to  this  will  be  the 
holding  of  the  light  by  a  policeman  while  a  burglar  cracks  a  safe. 

The  question  of  police  administration  in  Montreal  is  a  most 
serious  one.  The  Alliance  is  prosecuting  its  energetic  law  enforce- 
ment campaign  because  the  municipal  police  force  is  not  doing  its 
duty.  We  do  not  want  the  work  or  to  usurp  the  functions  of  the 
police.  But  until  the  police  obey  the  law  by  enforcing  the  Quebec 
license  law,  as  they  are  instructed  in  the  law  so  to  do.  we  shall 
continue  to  do  this  work  of  law  enforcement,  believing-  it  1o  be 
the  best  means  of  ultimately  creating  that  public  sentiment  which 
shall  finally  compel  the  police  to  do  their  duty. 

The  foregoing  items  are  dealt  with  simply  as  illustrations  of 
the  activities  of  the  Alliance  along  these  lines-  to  enumerate  all 
we  do  in  the  way  of  law  enforcement  would  fill  a  book.  There  are 
always  some  of  our  cases  before  the  courts,  and  during-  the  past 
year  we  have  secured  a  conviction  upon  every  information  laid 
excepting  the  Woods'  case  and  that  of  the  Chateau  Beauclaire,  where 
the  summons  was  not  properly  served,  but  where  the  judge  hearing- 
the  case  declared  our  case  to  be  proved. 

PROGRESS  IX  THE  PROVINCE. 

Nothing  seems  to  hinder  the  triumphant  onward  march  of  the 
prohibition  cause  in  our  province.  Many  municipalities  have  gone 
'dry'  in  the  last  year,  notable  victories  having  been  those  at 
Megantic  and  Huntingdon,  where  in  each  case  only  one  man  voted 
for  license,  Shawville  and  Longueuil  Parish  where  the  votes  for 
prohibition  were  unanimous.  Yille  St.  Pierre.  Hudson,  etc.,  etc. 
Prom  a  return  lately  issued  by  the  Provincial  Government  we  now 
know  authoritatively  that  69  percent  of  the  municipalities  of  this 
province  are  without  licenses  and  only  31  percent  are  now  cursed 
by  the  presence  of  the  legalized  bar-room.  The  figures  are  :  Pro- 
hibition. 661 :  license,  295,  while  twelve  counties  are  entirely  under 
no  license.  Much  remains  to  be  done,  however,  and  much  is  being- 
done.  Brome  and  Huntingdon  Counties  are  entering  upon  county- 
wide  ho-license  fights,  with  every  prospect  of  victory.  The  fight  is 
on  in  many  other  places,  and  if  only  Montreal,  the  black  spot  on 
the  St.  Lawrence,  could  be  bailed  dry.  and  that  is  coming,,  the  rest 
of  the  province  would  be  easily  captured  for  prohibition. 

A  recent  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  now  gives  a  majority 
of  electors  residing  or  having  their  places  of  business  in  any 
polling  sub-division  of  a  municipality  the  power  to  object  success- 
fully to  the  granting-  of  any  or  all  licenses  in  that  area  without 
specifying  any  applicant  for  a  license  by  name  as  hitherto.  This 
decision  is  fraught  with  great  potentialities,  and  constitutes  a  call 
to  us  to  organize  that  we  may  be  ready  to  vote  cut  the  bar-room.

The  President,  ex-Alderman  S.  J.  Carter,  then  delivered  his 
Annual  Address  as  follows : — 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  exists  a  most  cordial  support  and 
co-operation  between  the  Alliance  and  the  Anti-Alcoholic  League  of 
this  city.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Quebec  City  Branch  of  this 
organization. 

In  October  last  your  President,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Roberts  and 
the  Rev.  T.  E.  Bourke.  visited  Quebec  for  Field-Day  Work.  Address- 
es were  made  in  all  the  Protestant  churches  in  the  interest  of  our 
work.  Sunday  afternoon  a  representative  mass  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Auditorium  which  was  presided  over  by  the  Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor of  the  Province.  There  were  present  on  the  platform,  the 
Mayor  and  several  of  the  Aldermen  of  the  city.  The  R.  C.  Bishop, 
being  out  of  the  city,  was  represented  by  one  of  the  Church  digni- 
taries. As  a  result  of  this  visit  a  branch  of  the  Dominion  Alliance 
was  organized  in  that  city.  It  is  gratifying  to  us  that  both  organiza- 
tions are  co-operating  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

We  are  more  than  ever  convinced  that  the  License  Law  must 
be  amended  so  as  to  compel  the  License  Commissioners  in  the  con- 
sideration of  applications  for  restaurants  to  refuse  all  that  are 
not  properly  equipped.  There  are  fully  150  licensed  restaurants  in 
Montreal,  and  at  least  80  in  the  City  of  Quebec  that  do  not  conform 
to  the  conditions  of  the  License  Law,  in  fact  they  are  only  esta- 
blishments where  drink  is  supplied.  These  conditions  are  not  at  all 
satisfactory  to  those  who  are  working  for  reforms  or  fair  to  the 
License  Commissioners  themselves,  who,  we  believe,  would  welcome  a 
change  so  as  to  relieve  them  of  what  they  believe  to  be  a  great 
responsibility. 

The  Anti-Alcoholic  League  of  Quebec  City  made  a  very  strong 
representation  before  the  License  Commissioners  pointing  out  to 
them  the  requirements  of  the  License  Law,  but  in  the  end  licenses 
were  granted  to  the  eighty  restaurant  keepers  who  made  no  pre- 
tentions of  serving  meals.  The  Anti-Alcoholic  League  of  Quebec  has 
taken  action  in  the  Superior  Court  for  an  injunction  to  prevent  the 
Treasury  Department  issuing  licenses  to  those  particular  places. 
The  case  is  now  pending,  and  we  hope  they  will  be  successful. 
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We  believe  that  if  public  opinion  was  properly  aroused  the  Li- 
cense Commissioners  would  be  forced  to  curtail  the  granting  in 
Montreal  of  such  a  large  number  of  restaurant  licenses  when  in 
fact  they  are  only  equipped  as  common  driuking  places. 

It  is  deplorable  to  note  in  some  localities  in  our  city  the  great 
number  of  licenses  granted,  being  altogether  more  than  is  neces- 
sary, even  admitting  the  necessity.  For  example  a  section  bound- 
ed on  the  West  by  Bleury  street,  extending  as  far  East  as  St.  Denis, 
Craig  street  to  the  South,  and  St.  Catherine  street  to  the  North, 
which  you  will  observe  is  a  comparatively  small  section,  where 
there  are  only  eight  churches  and  missions,  including  Roman  Ca- 
tholic and  Protestant,  has  twenty-one  moving  picture  shows, 
twenty-nine  licensed  groceries,  sixty-nine  saloons. 

Those  persons  interested  in  the  business  and  manufacturing 
enterprises  realize  the  disadvantage  of  so  many  licensed  establish- 
ments as  particularly  undesirable  in  a  residential  quarter  espe- 
cially so.  These  establishments  affect  detrimentally  real  estate 
values  to  a  large  extent. 

This  aspect  of  the  case  will  be  readily  admitted  by  the  public 
and  even  by  those  not  considered  as  Temperance  advocates.  This 
may  be  the  place  to  say  that  this  Alliance  has  always  considered 
that  the  territory  west  of  Bleury  Street  had  strong  claims  upon  it, 
consequently  the  Alliance  has  made  it  its  business  to  oppose  all 
and  every  new  application  for  licenses  therein;  they  have  failed  in 
some  cases,  and  in  others  they  have  succeeded,  at  all  events  few 
saloons  are  to  be  found  in  this  section  compared  with,  say,  east  of 
Bleury  Street  referred  to.  This  policy  of  keeping  the  west  end  dry 
has  contributed  to  make  St.  Catherine  Street  west  one  of  the  finest 
shopping  districts  in  the  world.  The  same  cannot  be  said  with  re- 
ference to  the  section  east  of  Bleury  St.,  where  the  69  saloons  and 
29  licensed  groceries  are  located.  Real  estate  values  in  that  sec- 
tion have  not  increased  to  any  appreciable  extent.  This  is  worthy 
of  special  notice. 

Since  last  we  met  the  early  closing  of  bars  has  gone  into  force, 
and  a  marked  change  for  the  better  has  been  noted  and  admitted 
by  all  classes  of  citizens.  A  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to  Sir  Lomer 
Gouin  and  his  Government  by  the  whole  province  for  the  good  re- 
sults which  have  followed.  It  is  very  difficult  to  procure  statistics 
for  comparison,  as  the  number  of  drunks  previous  to  this  change 
were  looked  after  and  mothered  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  by  giving 
such  unfortunates  ample  time  to  sober  up,  and  were  discharged 
without  being  obliged  to  appear  before  the  Recorder.  It  may  be 
only  fair  to  say  that  under  old  conditions  the  many  opportunities 
of  getting  drunk  were  so  great  that  the  compassion  of  the  kindly 
policeman  sheltered  these  poor  unfortunates  in  the  time  of  storm. 
Since  the  early  closing  of  the  bars  the  unfortunate  drunks  have 
been  treated  as  prisoners  and  all  have  been  brought  before  our 
Recorder  for  punishment. 

Now  what  about  the  future?  The  first  end  is  the  reduction  of 
licenses  in  Montreal.  Every  thinking  man,  even  if  a  drinking  man, 
agrees  that  there  are  too  many  bar-rooms. 

The  aim  of  the  Alliance  is  to  unite  moderate  and  more  ad- 
vanced Temperance  reformers  on  a  basis  of  good  citizenship  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  such  measures  of  Temperance  reform  as  public 
sentiment  is  ready  for.    Here  is  a  policy  upon  which  we  can  unite. 

We  learn  by  the  evening  papers  that  a  strong  delegation  has

waited  upon  the  Government  at  Quebec  to  change  the  law  so  as  to 
do  away  with  the  early  closing-  of  bars.  I  most  emphatically  pro- 
test in  the  name  of  the  Temperance  people  of  this  province  against 
any  reactionary  measures  of  this  kind,  and  I  hope  this  Convention 
will  express  itself  in  no  uncertain  manner  against  any  change  that 
will  effect  the  efficiency  of  early  closing  of  bars. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

The  Secretary.  Mr.  John  H.  Roberts^  Montreal,  then  read  his 
report  of  the  year's  work : 

The  year  that  has  just  ended  has,  in  many  respects,  "been  one 
of  the  most  significant  of  all  the  years  of  the  Alliance.  Existing 
for  the  suppression  of  the  liquor  traffic,  we  have  experienced  the 
coming  into  force  of  a  provincial  law  which  prohibits  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  for  twenty-two  hours  in  the  cities  and  towns 
and  twenty-seven  in  the  country  districts  more  than  was  the  case 
before.  Thus,  roughly  speaking,  one-seventh  of  our  entire  demand 
has  been  won  and  the  years  of  sacrifice  and  toil  on  the  part  of  our 
pioneer  heroes  are  beginning  to  yield  their  overdue  harvest.  The 
year  has  seen  us  wield  a  more  commanding  influence,  has  re- 
vealed a  greater  measure  of  public  esteem,  and  brought  us  more 
financial  support  than  ever  before.  True  there  have  been  draw- 
backs and  apparent  defeats,  but  these  are  no  more  than  the  reces- 
sion of  the  waves  in  order  that  they  may  gather  greater  force 
and  make  a  higher  water  mark  than  ever.  With  us  it  is  ever  true 
as  has  been  sung: — 

"Tho'  beaten  back  in  many  a  fray, 

Fresh  heart  and  hope  we  borrow ; 
For  where  the  vanguard  halts  to-day, 

The  rear  shall  halt  to-morrow." 

THE  EARLY  CLOSING  LAW. 

On  May  1st,  1911,  the  Early  Closing  Law  came  into  force 
throughout  the  entire  province,  turning  the  key  in  the  door  of 
every  bar-room  and  licensed  grocery  (as  such)  at  eleven  p.m.  on 
the  first  five  days  of  the  week  and  at  seven  p.m.  on  Saturdays,  and 
keeping  them  closed  until  seven  a.m.  each  morning.  The  law  has 
been  a  magnificent  success  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  its  enemies  to 
discredit  and  defeat  it.  No  further  proof  of  its  success  is  needed 
than  that  the  liquor  traffic  is  demanding  its  repeal,  and  has 
threatened,  to  end  the  political  existence  of  the  Government  that  so 
splendidly  obeyed  the  will  of  the  peopile  when  it  passed  this  epoch- 
making  measure.  It  may  be  true  that  there  are  more  arrests  for 
drunkenness  in  Montreal  than  before  the  early  closing  law  came 
into  force.  But  two  things  must  be  remembered  in  this  connection : 
first,  that  the  drunkards  who  may  now  be  seen  upon  our  streets, 
say,  on  Saturday  nights  after  seven  o'clock,  were  "drunks'"  before 
the  early  closing  was  won,  only  then  they  mostly  stayed  in  the 
bar-rooms  until  midnight  making  themselves  more  drunken  but 
keeping  the  horrible  condition  of  affairs  hidden  from  the  public 
eye  to  a  great  extent;  and,  second,  that  on  May  1st  last  the  Chief 
of  Police  of  Montreal  altered  the  police  method  of  dealing  with 
"drunks"  arrested  during  the  week-end.  Formerly  these  were 
locked  up  for  their  own  protection,  released  when  sober,  AND  NOT 
PROSECUTED.  Now  they  are  held  and  prosecuted.  Consequently 
the  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness  has  increased.    We  do  not 
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base  our  appreciation  of  the  early  closing-  law  upon  the  misleading 
statistics  of  an  unfriendly  Chief  of  Police,  but  upon  the  undisguised 
dissatisfaction  of  our  enemies  with  the  new  law  and  upon  the  tes- 
timony of  drunkards,  and  drunkards'  wives,  and  merchants  whose 
trade  has  improved  now  that  men  have  a  better  chance  to  take 
their  wages  home  instead  of  to  the  keeper  of  the  Losings  Bank — 
the  saloon-keeper.  The  only  fault  with  early  closing  is  that  it  does 
not  close  early  enough  and  our  demand  must  be  for  nine  o'clock 
closing  on  the  first  five  days  and  one  o'clock  on  Saturdays  and  no 
bar-room  to  be  opened  before  nine  o'clock  a.m.  The  present  hour 
of  opening  is  too  early.  Saloon-keepers  are  able  to  open  a  few 
minutes  before  the  hour  of  seven  and  load  men  up  with  drinks 
inside  and  flasks  in  their  pockets,  so  that  these  men  go  to  their 
work  under  the  influence  of  liquor  and  with  the  means  of  intoxica- 
tion ready  to  their  hand.  It  is  very  difficult  to  prevent  this.  On 
the  whole,  however,  the  law  is  being  well-observed  and  the  liquor 
dealers  have  betrayed  a  wholesome  fear  of  the  consequences  of 
violating  it.  When  the  law  came  into  force,  Mr.  L.  A.  Wilson,  then 
President  of  the  Licensed  Victuallers  Association  of  Montreal,  but 
since  retired,  commenced  injunction  proceedings  in  order  to  prove 
the  unconstitutionality  of  the  law.  But  he  has  now  dropped  these 
proceedings  and  presumably  we  shall  hear  no  more  of  them.  It  is 
a  happy  augury  for  the  success  of  our  cause  when  King  Alcohol 
marches  his  ten  thousand  men  up  the  hill  and  then  marches  them 
down  again. 

THE  MONTREAL  POSITION. 

Montreal  still  remains  Canada's  altar  of  Bacchus.  The  enor- 
mous total  of  1152  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  licenses  is  issued 
here  and  Montreal  with  less  than  half  a  million  people  has  more 
retail  liquor  licenses  than  TORONTO,  WINNIPEG,  HAMILTON, 
EDMONTON,  VANCOUVER.  CALGARY,  LONDON.  OTTAWA,  QUE- 
BEC, HALIFAX  and  ST.  JOHN  put  together,  although  these  places 
have  a  combined  population  of  more  than  a  million  people.  Here 
are  the  figures  for  each  of  those  cities :

The  Alliance  has  continued  its  License  Reduction  Campaign, 
appearing-,  through  its  Secretary,  before  the  License  Commissioners 
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and  securing-  every  improvement  of  existing  conditions  possible. 
So  far  this  year  eig-ht  licenses  of  badly-conducted  places  have  been 
refused  renewal,  making  forty  licenses  killed  in  the  last  eighteen 
months.  But  this  perhaps  has  been  the  least  gain.  We  have  at 
last  compelled  the  restaurant-keepers  to  make  something  more 
than  a  pretence  of  having  their  premises  suitably  furnished  to 
provide  for  meals  for  ten  persons  at  a  time;  we  have  terminated 
the  illegal  employment  of  barmaids ;  we  have  removed  immoral  pic- 
tures from  the  bar-rooms,  and  we  have  compelled  many  irrespon- 
sible and  lawless  license-holders  to  sell  out  and  clear  out.  Our 
relations  with  the  License  Commissioners  have  been  on  the  whole 
most  harmonious,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  has  paid  a  high 
tribute  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Alliance  for  the  assistance  he  ren- 
dered them.  There  is  one  serious  flaw  in  the  License  Law  which 
our  work  before  the  License  Commissioners  has  revealed,  viz.,  that 
where  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  any  polling  sub-division  sign 
an  opposition  to  the  granting-  of  a  license  and  thus  prevent  the  re- 
newal of  an  existing-  license  in  that  locality  there  is  nothing  to 
hinder  the  License  Commissioners  placing-  that  license  in  another 
part  of  the  city,  which  is  what  they  do.  The  law  should  be  amended 
so  that  once  a  license-holder  is  unable  to  retain  the  confidence  of 
his  immediate  neighbours  he  should  be  unable  to  secure  another 
license  for  the  next  three  years.  The  Board  of  License  Commission- 
ers of  Montreal  is  composed  of  able  judges  and  honourable  gentlemen 
who  are  anxious  for  the  public  welfare,  but  the  pressure  is  tremen- 
dous, and  they  receive  very  little  help  from  the  appointed  authori- 
ties in  the  discharg-e  of  their  duties.  The  whole  time  of  the  Board 
should  be  devoted  to  this  work,  a  body  of  reliable  officials  should 
be  placed  at  its  disposal  so  that  the  supervision  of  the  License  Law 
and  the  inspection  of  Licensed  premises  might  be  carried  on  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  and  the  present  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  affairs  terminated. 

THE  AWAKENING  IN  QUEBEC  CITY. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging-  features  of  the  year's  work  has 
been  the  awakening  of  temperance  sentiment  in  the  Ancient  Ca- 
pital of  the  province.  In  October  last  the  Alliance  organized  a 
"Field  Day"  there,  placing  our  speakers  in  most  of  the  City  pul- 
pits and  holding  a  g-reat  afternoon  mass  meeting  of  English  and 
French  people  in  the  Auditorium.  Over  this  latter  function,  His 
Honor,  the  Lieutenant-Governor.  Sir  Francis  Langelier,  presided, 
and  speeches  were  delivered  by  His  Honor  Chief-Justice  F.  X.  Le- 
mieux,  President  of  the  Quebec  Anti-Alcoholic  League,  Rev.  Cure 
Lagieux,  Alderman  S.  J.  Carter,  Bev.  T.  E.  Bourke,  and  your  Se- 
cretary. The  meeting  was  a  great  success  and  secured  widespread 
attention.  As  one  result  of  it.  the  President  of  the  Quebec  Anti- 
Alcoholic  League  invited  your  Secretary  to  make  an  inspection  of 
the  licensed  restaurants  of  the  city  and  report  upon  their  equip- 
ment. This  was  done,  a  most  alarming  condition  of  things  being 
revealed.  The  Anti-Alcoholic  league  then  entered  opposition  to 
the  renewal  of  licenses  of  sixty  places  against  which  your  Secre- 
tary had  reported,  the  latter  appearing  before  the  License  Com- 
missioners and  substantiating-  under  oath  the  report  he  had  made 
So  far  was  the  report  correct  that  the  License  Commissioners  re- 
fused to  renew  two  of  the  opposed  licenses  outright  and  referred 
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forty- seven  other  applications  back  to  the  applicants  to  secure 
fresh  signatures  to  their  applications  and  apply  again.  The  only 
right  thing-  for  the  Commissioners  to  have  done  was  to  have  re- 
fused the  whole  of  the  forty-seven  applications  on  the  ground  that 
the  premises  were  not  suitably  furnished,  as  had  been  proved. 
But  this  blunder  was  succeeded  by  a  crime.  So  disgusted  with  the 
action  of  the  Commissioners  and  so  aroused  were  the  people  that, 
led  by  the  Roman  Catholic  priests,  the  people  signed  majority  op- 
positions against  these  licenses  in  every  ward  of  the  city,  but,  evi- 
dently knowing  of  this,  the  License  Commissioners  without  wait- 
ing for  the  fifteen  days  delay  required  by  low  confirmed  the 
whole  of  these  certificates,  rendering  useless  the  majority  opposi- 
tion of  the  people.  Nothing  daunted,  the  Anti-Alcoholic  League 
has  taken  out  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  quash  the  decision  of  the  Li- 
cense Commissioners  and  kill  these  forty-seven  licenses.  These 
proceedings  are  still  in  abeyance,  but  the  probability  is  that  the 
Temperance  forces  will  win. 

One  striking  feature  of  the  conflict  was  that  the  liquor-dealers 
waited  upon  the  Government  to  complain  of  the  activity  of  the 
clergy  in  fighting  their  trade,  thus  definitely  proclaiming  to  the 
World  that  the  Church  and  the  Liquor  Traffic  were  in  deadly  an- 
tagonism to  each  other. 

A  Quebec  City,  Levis,  and  District  Branch  of  the  Alliance  was 
organised  as  an  outcome  of  the  Alliance  Field  Day  there,  and  has 
co-operated  as  far  as  possible  with  the  French  Temperance  workers 
in  the  crusade  outlined  above. 

PROHIBITION  IN  QUEBEC. 

It  is  only  a  matter  of  eleven  or  twelve  years  ago  since  the 
province  gave  a  majority  against  Prohibition.  But  what  hath  God 
wrought  in  the  meantime  !  Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  municipali- 
ties in  Quebec  are  "Dry."  They  are  without  bar-rooms  or  liquor 
shops.  Only  one-fourth  of  our  area  remains  to  be  cleaned  up,  al- 
though to  our  regret  be  it  said,  that  portion  includes  the  cities  of 
Montreal  and  Quebec.  The  following  is  an  official  compilation  of 
the  license  and  prohibition  situation  in  the  province.

The  above  is  probably  the  first  complete  statement  of  its  kind 
published,  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  Provincial  Government  for 
furnishing  the  information  upon  which  those  tables  are  based.  We 
now  know  definitely  our  standing  among  the  provinces,  and  it  is  no 
mean  standing.  We  know  also  that  there  are  still  2456  individuals 
or  companies  engaged  in  the  lawful  business  of  selling  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  province  either  by  wholesale  or  retail,  and  that  271 
municipalities  still  linger  behind  in  the  march  of  civilisation  to- 
wards emancipation  from  the  slavery  of  alcoholism.  Those  facts 
constitute  a  call  to  us  to  make  the  lawful  business  of  the  2456 
persons  or  companies  unlawful  and  to  bring  271  benighted  munici- 
palities into  line  with  their  advanced  sister  communities. 

Notable  victories  have  been  achieved  by  the  cause  of  Prohibi- 
tion in  the  province  during  the  year,  but  perhaps  none  more  notable 
than  at  Megantic,  where  after  a  desperate  effort  to  repeal  Prohibi- 
tion the  liquor  trade  could  only  muster  sixteen  votes  for  license 
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while  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  were  cast  for  the  maintenance 
of  Prohibition.  The  Alliance  assisted  in  this  notable  fight,  your 
Secretary  going-  down  for  several  days  and  addressing  many  meet- 
ings. On  the  eve  of  the  poll  he  addressed  a  crowded  meeting  of 
Roman  Catholics  and  Protestants  gathered  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Chapel,  than  which  no  greater  exhibition  of  true  Christian  unity 
has  ever  been  witnessed  in  this  province.  To  Father  Choquette.  pa- 
rish priest  of  Lake  Megantic,  statesman,  general,  and  grand  reform- 
er, is  due  the  human  credit  of  this  wonderful  victory.  In  Sher- 
rington, Napierville  County,  an  absolute  unanimous  vote  for  Pro- 
hibition was  given.  Two  counties  have  voted  themselves  "Dry" 
during  the  year,  viz.,  Drummond  and  Yamaska,  and  will  enter  the 
"Dry"  column  on  May  1st  next.  Brome  County  has  been  disap- 
pointed in  its  efforts  to  secure  County-wide  Prohibition,  its  County 
Council  having,  within  its  rights,  refused  to  submit  a  prohibitory 
by-law  to  the  electors  and  thus  allow  the  electors  to  express  their 
opinion  on  this  vital  matter.  There  are  already  signs  of  a  revolt 
against  this  tyranny,  and  it  is  still  true  that  "Brome  County's  going 
dry."  Hudson  lately  secured  Prohibition  by  nineteen  votes  Lennox. 
fille  votes  shortly,  and,  indeed,  from  all  over  the  province  there  come 
tidings  of  activity  and  agitation  until  it  is  safe  to  prophesy  that 
two  or  three  years  more  will  see  the  end  of  the  legalised  liquor 
traffic  in  the  province  outside  of  its  two  chief  cities. 

THE  PROVINCIAL  GOVERNMENT 

It  is  nearly  two  years  since  Sir  Lomer  Gouin,  our  Provincial 
Premier,  informed  a  deputation  of  liquor  dealers  that  his  Govern- 
ment was  "a  partisan  of  the  Temperance  Cause."  These  were  he- 
roic words.  If  the  newspapers  have  reported  correctly,  Sir  Lomer 
only  yesterday  reaffirmed  his  position  to  a  similar  audience  and 
stands  still  where  he  did.  The  Premier's  attitude  of  sympathy  with 
our  cause  is  not  merely  one  of  words  but  is  one  of  deeds,  and  we 
have  no  better  friend  of  Temperance  than  he.  Not  only  did  he 
give  us  our  splendid  early  closing  law,  but  he  stood  ready  to  defend 
its  constitutionality  even  to  the  extent  of  fighting  for  it  in  the  high- 
est courts  of  the  Empire,  and  declared  that  if  the  new  law  was 
found  not  to  be  strong  enough  for  the  purpose  that  inspired  it,  a 
stronger  law  would  be  passed  which  would  achieve  that  end.  Under 
these  circumstances  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  where  this  Alliance 
should  stand  when  Sir  Lomer  again  faces  the  electors.  He  has 
stood  by  us  and  we  must  stand  by  him,  irrespective  of  party  poli- 
tics and  personal  preferences/  The  supreme  political  issue  of  the 
day  is  that  of  the  Liquor  Traffic  versus  the  Common  People,  and 
Christians  of  every  Denomination  and  Temperance  reformers  of 
every  persuasion  are  morally  bound  to  unite  to  sustain  the  Go- 
vernment which  has  risked  its  existence  in  order  to  help  our  beloved 
cause.  The  liquor-dealers  boast  of  having  raised  an  enormous  fund 
with  wThich  to  defeat  the  Government  and  elect  to  power  a  party 
which  will  repeal  the  Early  Closing  Law.  Thus  a  moral  issue  is 
created  that  transcends  every  other  issue  and  calls  upon  the  good 
men  of  every  faith  to  unite  in  fighting  to  the  death  a  traffic  whose 
trade  is  its  politics,  which  makes  gold  its  god,  and  prospers  only  by 
the  ruin  and  degradation  of  its  customers. 
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LAW  ENFORCEMENT 


Much  time  and  money  has  been  spent  upon  the  necessary  work 
of  enforcing  the  license  law.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  Montreal  the 
license  law  was  never  better  obeyed  than  now,  and  it  is  no  idle 
boast  to  Claim  that  this  is  chiefly  due  to  the  activities  of  the  Al- 
liance. It  is  difficult  work  to  do.  To  your  Secretary  it  is  distaste- 
ful, but  of  its  necessity  there  can  be  no  doubt.  The  cry  is  raised 
in  some  quarters  that  the  Alliance  is  doing  the  work  of  the  police. 
This  in  a  measure  is  true.  But  experience  has  shown  that  the  mu- 
nicipal police  force  of  Montreal  is  not  a  body  to  be  feared  or  res- 
pected, and  that  no  practical  enforcement  of  the  license  law  is  to 
be  hoped  for  under  the  present  head.  During  last  summer  the  Al- 
liance tried  to  get  the  Chief  of  Police  to  take  action  against  certain 
licensed  grocers  who  were  violating  the  law,  but  after  a  lot  of 
shilly-shallying  on  his  part  only  secured  from  him  a  refusal  to  act. 
Complaints  have  been  laid  but  nothing  has  been  done  except  to  in- 
form the  offending  parties  that  "Roberts  was  after  them,"  and.  the 
Alliance  has  been  compelled  to  make  its  own  cases  because  the 
police  could  not  be  depended  upon  to  do  their  duty.  Some  objection 
has  been  made  to  the  employment  of  detectives  by  the  Alliance. 
Let  it  be  understood  that  this  Alliance  does  not  employ  men  to 
tempt  liquor  dealers  to  break  the  law.  The  plan  we  follow  is  to 
investigate  as  well  as  we  are  able  the  complaints  we  receive  and 
then,  when  we  are  satisfied  that  the  law  is  being  systematically 
broken,  to  send  officers  to  secure  the  evidence  necessary  to  obtain 
a  conviction.  Lately  we  have  adopted  the  plan  of  sending  a  warn- 
ing letter  to  every  person  complained  of.  and  have  already  seen  the 
good  results  of  the  method.  Our  object  is  not  to  punish  liquor 
dealers,  but  to  prevent  the  violation  of  law.  and  in  this  we  are  suc- 
ceeding not  only  in  Montreal  but  throughout  the  province. 

DOMINION  TEMPERANCE  CONGRESS. 

The  Dominion  Council  of  the  Alliance,  after  being  inactive  for 
a  time,  met  in  Toronto  on  February  13th.  last,  the  Quebec  Provin- 
cial Branch  being  represented  by  its  President  and  Secretary,  Mrs. 
T.  Ludington,  Mrs.  John  Scott  and  Ret.  F.  W.  K.  Harris.  Aylmer. 
You:  Secretary  delivered  an  address  on  "Nation-wide  Educational 
Temperance  Work."  Mr.  F  S.  Spence  was  elected  President  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  plans  were  laid  for  aggressive  action.  It  would 
be  a  fitting  thing  to  invite  the  Dominion  Council  to  meet  in  Mont- 
real next  year,  and  your  Secretary  recommends  that  in  connection 
with  it  there  should  be  held  a  National  Congress  against  Alcoholism. 

SUMMER  CONVENTION. 

The  third  annual  summer  convention  was  held  at  Knowlton  in 
July  last,  lasting  for  eight  days.  It  was  successful  in  many  res- 
pects, its  educational  value  being  very  great.  The  series  of  illus- 
trated addresses  delivered  by  Miss  Cora  Frances  Stoddard,  of  Bos- 
ton, Secretary  of  the  Scientific  Temperance  Federation,  was  re- 
markably helpful  and  gave  great  pleasure  to  all  who  heard  them. 
The  other  speakers  were  the  Revs.  T.  E.  Bourke,  B.D.,  Montreal,  J. 
L.  Gordon,  D.D.,  Winnipeg;  E.  W.  Mingie,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the 
Provincial  Lord's  Day  Alliance ;  J.  A.  Gordon,  D.D.,  Montreal ;  T.  Al- 
bert Moore,  D.D.,  Superintendent  of  the  Department  of  Temperance 
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and  Moral  Reform  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Canada ;  Mr.  D.  King-, 
Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  No  License  League,  and  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Alliance.  The  meeting's  reached  high- 
water  mark  from  the  standpoint  of  helpfulness,  but  it  seems  a  pity- 
that  a  larger  number  of  delegates  do  not  attend  these  valuable  sum- 
mer gatherings.  Your  Secretary  makes  the  recommendation  se- 
riously and  earnestly  that  next  summer,  if  the  Convention  be  held, 
a  Convention  fee  of  Two  Dollars  should  be  charged  for  each  dele- 
gate and  that  the  Alliance  should  pay  the  railway  fare  of  one 
delegate  from'  each  church  or  temperance  organisation  desiring 
representation  on  condition  that  the  church  or  organisation,  or  in- 
dividual himself,  pays  the  board  expense  of  the  delegate  for,  say, 
at  least  four  days.  In  this  way  we  should  get  return  tickets  at 
single  fares  would  probably  have  no  large  deficit  to  make  up,  and 
would  obtain  a  gathering  of  workers  from  all  parts  of  the  Province 
who  would  return  to  the  different  communities  surcharged  with 
enthusiasm,  filled  with  knowledge,  and  baptized  with  power  for 
service. 

THE  FRENCH  MOVEMENT. 

The  Alliance  still  maintains  the  most  cordial  relations  with  our 
French  Temperance  comrades.  The  Anti-Alcoholic  League  is  a 
growing  power  for  good,  and  the  devoted  Bishops,  Clergy,  and  lay- 
men of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  are  pushing  the  battle  to  the 
gate.  No  greater  phenomenon  has  been  witnessed  on  this  continent 
than  the  wonderful  uprising  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  Que- 
bec against  the  Liquor  traffic,  and  one  of  the  brightest  pages  of 
Canadian  history  is  being  written  by  the  deeds  of  our  French-Cana- 
dian brothers  in  their  crusade  against  Alcoholism. 

THE  CHURCHES. 

All  the  Churches  are  "on  the  firing  line."  The  Church  of  Eng- 
land, Presbyterian.  Methodist.  Congregational.  Baptist,  and  other 
Churches  are  united  in  their  antagonism  to  the  Bar-room  and  main- 
tain an  unceasing  warfare  upon  the  system.  Many  of  the 
Churches  have  welcomed  Alliance  speakers  to  their  pulpits,  and  co- 
operation is  gladly  given  by  them  whenever  requested. 

FIELD  DAY  WORK. 

The  Field  Day  work  of  the  Alliance  has  not  developed  as  widely 
as  was  hoped  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Our  claims  have  been 
presented  in  many  churches,  and  the  people  have  responded  well  to 
o'.ir  appeals  for  financial  help.  But  to  effectively  develop  this  work 
a  Field  Secretary  is  urgently  needed  whose  special  work  would  be 
to  see  to  the  securing  of  pulpits,  the  enlistment  of  speakers,  and 
the  necessary  organization  work.  Such  an  official  will  himself 
raise  more  than  his  own  salary  by  his  appeals  in  the  churches  — 
this  is  the  experience  of  the  Ontario  Branch,  and  would  enable  us 
to  greatly  increase  our  educational  work  and  our  income  at  the 
same  time.  Your  Secretary  earnestly  urges  you  to  proceed  at  once 
to  the  appointment  of  a  Field  Secretary,  and  out  of  his  experience 
assures  you  that  this  is  the  most  logical  step  for  the  Alliance  to 
take,  and  that  no  mistake  will  be  made  in  so  doing  if  the  right  man 
for  the  work  is  chosen. 
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MONTREAL  CIVIC  ELECTIONS. 


In  February  last  a  new  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  were 
electtd  by  the  citizens  of  Montreal.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
nominee  of  the  Licensed  Victuallers  Association  was  elected  Mayor 
and  that  some  of  the  reactionary  element  were  returned  as  Alder- 
men. The  Alliance  questioned  every  candidate  and  gave  its  support 
to  those  favourable  to  its  policy.  The  greatest  cause  of  regret  was 
the  defeat  of  our  President  hy  Ex-Alderman  Fraser,  a  licensed  gro- 
cer. But  we  are  proud  of  our  leader.  He  never  lowered  his  flag, 
never  bartered  his  principles,  never  betrayed  his  cause.  "We  love 
him  for  the  enemies  he  has  made  "  and  he  stands  in,  and  occupies,  a 
higher  place  in  our  esteem  in  this  hour  of  defeat  than  he  did  in  the 
day  of  victory.  There  can  be  no  doubt  in  honest  minds  that  Alder- 
man Carter  was  betrayed  by  the  Judas  kiss  of  the  Citizens'  Asso- 
ciation, which  refused  to  endorse  him  against  the  candidate  it  op- 
posed two  years  ago,  when  Alderman  Carter  was  the  candidate  of 
the  Citizens'  Association.  The  fact  that  the  President  of  the  Citi- 
zens' Association  is  a  wholesale  liquor  dealer  seems  to  be  the  logical 
explanation  of  this  peculiar  conduct,  as  it  also  probably  explains 
the  Association's  conduct  in  refusing  to  endorse  Messrs.  Dandurand 
and  Marcil  for  Mayor,  those  gentlemen  being  strong  temperance 
reformers.  Thus  it  has  come  to  pass  in  the  minds  of  the  temperance 
people  of  Montreal  that  the  Citizens'  Association  has  become  a  dis- 
credited body,  is  regarded  as  having  been  captured  by  the  liquor 
traffic,  and  has  no  longer  any  claims  upon  the  support  and  respect 
of  those  who  believe  in  a  square  deal.  So  long  as  this  civic  reform 
organisation  has  a  liquor-dealer  for  its  President,  or  admits  one 
into  its  membership,  so  long  may  it  expect  repudiation  by  the 
Temperance  reformers  of  Montreal. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Two  years  ago  your  Secretary  took  up  his  work  in  this  pro- 
vince. They  have  been  strenuous  years.  He  has  not  spared  him- 
self. To  revert  to  the  first  person  singular,  I  have  given  you  my 
best,  but  am  sadly  aware  that  my  best  might  have  been  much  better. 
I  am  very  conscious  of  my  own  deficiencies,  and  have  to  sincerely 
confess  to  many  things  left  undone  that  should  have  been  done  and 
many  done  badly  that  should  have  been  done  better.  I  have,  how- 
ever, borne  the  burden  of  raising  money  with  which  to  do  our  work 
superimposed  upon  the  burden  of  doing  or  directing  the  work  itself. 
Either  is  no  light  task.  I  crave  forgiveness  for  any  neglected  duty 
or  for  any  work  inefficiently  performed.  For  the  future  I  ask  you 
to  strengthen  my  hands  by  giving  me  at  least  one  Field  Secretary 
and  by  adopting  adequate  financial  arrangements  so  that  during 
those  portions  of  the  year  when  our  funds  come  in  slowly  there  may 
be  no  jack  of  means  with  which  to  do  our  work.  We  have  been 
carrying  on  a  business  without  capital,  and  no  one  can  call  that  a 
satisfactory  condition.  Gladly  do  I  assert  that  I  am  incurably  op- 
timistic regarding  our  future.  Never  has  more  money  been  placed 
in  our  hands  for  this  work,  never  have  larger  subscriptions  been 
given  to  the  Alliance.  Two  men  have  given  us  $200.00  each,  six 
$100  00  each,  and  we  have  had  many  gifts  of  $50,00  and  $25.00.  In 
response  to  a  special  appeal  for  one  hundred  men  to  give  ten  dol- 
lars each  to  our  License  Reduction  Fund,  we  have  secured  $611.00 
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from  sixty-nine  men,  sixty-three  of  whom  never  gave  to  the  Alliance 
before.  This  is  a  most  encouraging  fact.  I  do  not  ask  you  to  re- 
lieve me  of  the  task  of  raising  money,  but  I  do  most  earnestly  plead 
with  you  to  take  such  steps  to-day  as  will  release  me  from  the 
burden  of  much  detail  work  for  the  larger  work  of  interesting  men 
who  are  not  interested  in  our  work  and  of  directing-  a  more  ambi- 
tious campaign  than  yet  we  have  ever  visioned.  The  first  practical 
step  towards  this  is  to  wipe  out  our  small  deficit  and  place  a  fund 
in  the  Treasurer's  hands  with  which  to  begin  next  year's  work. 
The  next  is  to  engage  a  Field  Secretary  as  suggested  above.  We 
have  a  wonderful  opportunity  before  us.  We  have  a  task  that  calls 
for  statesmanship,  for  courage,  for  sacrifice.  I  have  no  fears  for 
not  being  equal  to  it.  God  will  lead  us  to  it  as  He  has  done  hitherto, 
and  we,  Trusting  Him,  shall  ever  hear  Christ's  words:  "Be  not  dis- 
mayed. 1  have  overcome  the  world."  1  close  the  reporl  with  Ar- 
nold's stirring  words : 

"And  means  must  be !   There  must  be  refuge  !  Men 

Ferished  in  winter-winds  till  one  smote  fire 

From  flint-stones  coldly  hiding  what  they  held, 

The  red  spark  treasured  from  the  kindling  sun. 

They  gorged  like  wolves  till  one  sowed  corn, 

Which  grew  a  weed  yet  makes  the  life  of  men; 

The}'  moved  and  babbled  till  some  tongue  struck  speech. 

And  patient  fingers  framed  the  lettered  sound. 

What  good  gift  have  my  brothers,  but  it  came 

From  search  and  strife  and  loving  sacrifice?" 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Bazin,  Ormstown,  seconded  by  Bev.  H. 
Gomery,  Montreal,  and  carried  unanimously:  "That  the  Secre- 
tary's report  be  received,  and  that  the  suggestions  contained  therein 
be  referred  to  a  committee  to  consider  and  report  upon  to  the  Con- 
vention at  a  later  stage." 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cayford,  Montreal,  then  presented 
his  report  (as  shown  on  page  43). 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  W.  Patterson,  Montreal,  seconded  by  Mr. 
W.  Davis,  Montreal,  and  carried  unanimously :  "That  the  Trea- 
surer's report  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Judge  S.  P.  Leet  and  C.  B.  Westgate." 

It  was  moved  b}^  Mr.  J.  H.  Caj'ford,  Montreal,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Bazin,  Ormstown.  and  carried  unanimously :  "That  the  President 
appoint  the  Convention  Committees."

Dr.  Bazin,  Ormstown,  then  addressed  the  Convention  on  the 
necessity  for  asking-  the  Federal  Parliament  to  provide  for  the 
holding  of  a  Eeferendum  on  the  question  of  the  Prohibition  of  the 
Liquor  Traffic. 

It  was  moved  by  Eev.  C.  D.  Baldwin,  Montreal,  seconded  by 
Mr.  C.  E.  Westgate,  Montreal  West,  and  carried  unanimously :  "That 
Dr.  Bazin's  proposal  of  a  Federal  Eeferendum  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Political  Action  and  Eesolutions." 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  for  lunch,  reassembling  at  3  pm, 

AFTEENOON  SESSION. 

The  Convention  resumed  at  3  p.m.,  when  the  President  again 
occupied  the  chair. 

Mr.  Clinton  N.  Howard,  of  Eochester,  N.Y.,  was  introduced  to 
the  Convention  and  briefly  addressed  it. 

Eev.  C.  D.  Baldwin,  Montreal,  presented  the  report  of  the  No- 
minating Committee,  which  was  amended  by  the  addition  of  several 
names,  and  adopted  as  it  now  appears  on  pages  3  and  4. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Carson,  of  Montreal,  seconded  by 
Mr.  John  Cunningham,  Montreal,  and  carried  unanimously :  "That 
the  Committee  on  Eesolutions  be  requested  to  submit  to  the  Con- 
vention a  suitable  resolution  in  reference  to  the  deaths  of  Eev.  J. 
McKitlican,  Mr.  W.  Tees,  and  Mr.  Eugene  Dyer  (Sutton)." 

Mr.  W.  Patterson,  Montreal,  presented  the  Eeport  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Political  Action  and  Eesolutions,  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Political  Action  and  Resolutions. 

"That  this  Alliance  recommends  that  a  suitable  and  substantial 
sum  of  money  be  annually  spent  by  the  Executive  Committee  on 
Temperance  Literature." 

"That  this  Alliance  hereby  records  its  sense  of  sore  losses  it 
has  sustained  by  the  recent  deaths  of  Eev.  John  McKillican,  Mr. 
William  Tees,  and  Mr.  Eugene  Dyer,  all  heretofore  devoted  members 
of  this  body,  and  further  that  a  copy  of  the  present  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  relatives  of  the  deceased." 

"That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Alliance  in  all  Federal  General 
Elections  held  hereafter  a  spa.ee  should  be  provided  in  the  ballot 
papers  to  enable  the  electors  to  declare  whether  or  not  they  are  in 
favour  of  Prohibition  of  the  importation,  manufacture,  and  sale  of 
alcoholic  liquors  as  a  beverage  and  whenever  51  p.c.  of  the  votes 
cast  are  in  favour  of  such  prohibition  then  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Federal  Houses  of  Parliament  egislation  shall  be  passed  in 
conformity  with  the  express  desire  o .  the  people." 
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"That  this  Alliance  hereby  places  on  record  its  belief  that  the 
Early  Closing1  Law  of  the  present  Government  has  resulted  in  great 
benefit  to  the  people  of  this  Province,  compelling-  as  it  does  the 
closing  of  all  bar-rooms  at  seven  o'clock  every  Saturday  evening 
throughout  the  Province  and  on  the  other  evenings  of  the  week  in 
cities  and  towns  at  eleven  o'clock  and  at  ten  o'clock  in  rural  parts 
— and  all  not  to  reopen  before  seven  o'clock  on  the  following  mor- 
ning on  the  next  business  day. 

"That  this  Alliance  is  of  opinion  that  only  people  whose  per- 
sonal and  financial  interests  have  been  affected  by  the  Early  Clos- 
ing Law  are  now  offering  opposition  to  it. 

"That  as  the  public  good  is  always  to  be  preferred  to  the  in- 
terests of  private  individuals,  this  Alliance  hereby  records  its  very 
strong  desire  that  the  Early  Closing  Law  in  question  shall  be 
neither  abrogated  nor  in  any  manner  weakened." 

"That  the  Alliance  believes  special  inspectors  should  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Government  to  inspect  from  time  to  time  in  the 
cities  of  Montreal  and  Quebec  all  establishments  licensed  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquors  and  to  report  in  relation  to  the  same  places  that 
have  not  the  proper  accommodation,  that  tolerate  disorderly  con- 
duct and  drunkenness,  and  otherwise  break  this  law  by  selling  du- 
iing  prohibited  hours. 

"And  further  that  copies  of  the  reports  so  prepared  shall  be 
promptly  sent  to  the  License  Commissioners  concerned." 

"That  this  Alliance  hereby  reiterates  its  belief  that  licenses  to 
sell  intoxicating  liquor  should  no  longer  be  granted  to  grocery  es- 
tablishments." 

The  foregoing  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  John  H.  Roberts,  Montreal,  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Convention  to  the  announcement  of  a  proposed  Royal 
Commission  to  enquire  into  the  operation  of  the  License  Laws. 

After  some  discussion  in  which  Messrs.  J.  R.  Dougall,  Hon.  Pre- 
sident, Montreal,  W.  Patterson,  Montreal,  C.  Boon,  Montreal,  and 
Rev.  T.  E.  Bourke,  B.D.,  Montreal,  took  part,  it  was  moved  by  Mr. 
John  H.  Roberts,  Secretary,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  A.  J.  Calder,  and 
carried  unanimously:  "That  this  Alliance  having  learned  of  the 
proposal  of  the  Provincial  Government  to  appoint  a  Royal  Com- 
mission to  investigate  the  License  Problem  and  report  on  same, 
hereby  expresses  its  willingness  to  co-operate  in  making  the  same 
successful  from  the  standpoint  of  public  service." 

Rev.  T.  E.  Bourke,  B.D..  Montreal,  then  presented  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Work  and  Finance,  their  recommen- 
.dations,  as  follows,  being  unanimously  adopted: 

Report  of  Committee  on  state  of  the  work  and  finance. 

"That  a  Summer  Convention  be  held  at  Knowlton  this  year  and 
that  details  of  organization  be  left  to  the  incoming  Executive." 

"That  the  question  of  engaging  a  Field  Secretary  be  favourably 
referred  to  the  incoming  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  act." 

"That  each  Temperance  organization  in  the  Province  be  invited 
to  make  a  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Alliance  each  year."  ^ 

"That  an  appeal  be  made  to  the  audience  at  this  evening's 
public  anniversary  meeting  for  funds  to  wipe  out  the  deficit." 
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"That  we  recommend  the  incoming  Executive  Committee  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  funds 
during  such  portions  of  the  year  as  contributions  are  slow  in  com- 
ing in." 

"That  a  committee  consisting  of  the  following  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen be  appointed  to  take  steps  to  raise  a  Huxtable  Memorial 
Fund  :

CONSTITUTION 


1.    Name  and  Objects. 

This  society  shall  be  known  as  the  Quebec  Branch  of  the  Dominion 

Alliance,  and  is  formed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Alliance  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Province.  It  seeks  to  promote  general  education 
in  prohibitory  principles  to  secure  the  passage  by  the  Provincial 
Legis^ture  of  the  laws  in  reference  to  intoxicating  liquor,  the  adop- 
tion by  the  people  and  the  enforcement  of  laws  in  the  direction  of 
the  suppression  of  the  LLiquor  Traffic.  It  recognises  the  Council  of 
the  Dominion  Alliance  as  the  bond  of  union  between  the  several 
Provincial  Branches,  and  co-operates  therewith  on  questions  relating 
to  Temperance  legislation  by  the  Dominion  and  interprovincial  work. 

2.  Membership. 

Any  person  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  approving  of  the  objects 
of  the  Alliance  and  contributing  not  less  than  $1.00  per  annum  to 
the  funds,  is  entitled  to  membership,  and  may,  upon  a  declaration 

of  general  adhesion,  attend  and  vote  at  its  annual  meetings. 

3.  Officers. 

The  Officers  of  this  Branch  of  the  Alliance  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  .Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  a  Committee  of  ten  or  more. 
The  foregoing  to  constitute  the  Executive  of  the  Branch. 

There  shall  also  be,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  corresponding  member 
of  the  Executive  in  each  city  and  county  in  the  Province. 

4.  Funds. 

1.  The  Executive  shall  provide  for  the  raising  of  funds  and  all 
funds  raised  in  the  Province  for  the  purposes  of  the  Alliance  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Branch  to  be  expended  by  the  Executive 
in  carrying  on  the  work  in  such  ways  as  they  in  their  judgment  may 

decide,  and  with  due  regard  to  the  instructions  of  the  Branch  at  its 
annual  meeting. 

2.  All  officers  and  agents  who  receive  moneys  on  account  of 
the  Branch  shall  report  tc  the  Treasurer  at  lease  once  a  month. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  the  funds  of  the  Branch,  only 
by  an  order  signed  by  the  President  or  a  Vice-President  and  the 
Secretary,  and  shall  deposit  in  a  chartered  bank  in  the  Province  any 
balance  of  cash  at  any  time  remaining  in  his  hand. 
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5.   Duties  of  the  Executive. 


The  .Executive  shall  meet  monthly  in  Montreal  and  generally 
oversee  and  conduct  the  -Business  of  the  Branch  during  the  year;  it 
shall  promote  and  aid  the  formation  of  the  City  or  'County  Alliance 
and  Vigilance  'Committees  for  the  enforcement  of  existing  laws;  pro- 
vide and  send  forth  such  agents  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 
report  its  proceedings  to  the  Branch  at  its  annual  meeting. 

6.   Alliance  Vigilance  Committee. 

1.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Branch  or  by  its 
.Executive  five  persons  who,  together  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Branch,  shall  be  constituted  and  known  as  the  Alliance  Vigilance 
Committee.  The  duty  of  the  said  'Committee  shall  be  to  carry  on 
vigilance  work  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  and  to  co-operate  with  all 
other  'Committees  of  the  same  class  and  having  the  same  end. 

2.  The  (Secretary  of  the  Branch  shall,  unless  other  arrangements 
are  made,  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Vigilance  'Committee,  and  shall 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  him  by  that  Committee. 

7.   Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

City  or  County  Alliances  are  expected  to  send  delegates  to  the 
annual  meeting  and  shall  be  assessed  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
annually.  All  other  temperance  organizations  may  send  one  delegate 
each.    All  delegates  shall  pay  membership  fee  of  one  dollar. 

8.   Annual  Meeting. 

The  !Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  Montreal  in  the  month  of 
January,  and  on  such  day  as  the  Executive  may  determine. 

9.  Alterations. 

The  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  by. a 
two-third  vote  of  the  members  present  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and 
no  change  shall  be  made  that  will  conflict  with  the  constitution  of 
the  Dominion  Alliance.
